Some quaint clubs have been spring¬ 
ing up in London lately. It was only

CORELESS APPLESa 

Product of a Single Tree Near Spo¬ 
kane, Wash., Is Also Seedless. 

Coreless as well as seedless are the 
apples produced on a single tree of 
unknown variety in an eight acre or¬ 
chard at Moran Prairie, five miles 
north of Spokane, owned by B. K. 
Short, a rancher. The largest of the j 
fruit is three inches in diameter, the 
coloring being of a yellowish green 
streaked with red. The apples have 
deep pink cheeks, and the flesh is firm 
and of excellent flavor. The tree is 
between twelve and fifteen years old 
and is growing in subirrigated soil 
at an altitude of 2.22.’> feet. Short does 
not claim credit for developing the _ 
corel^ss-seediess apple, declaring it is 
a freak of nature. 

Seven of the uew apples were j 
brought to the offices of the national 
apple show, incorporated in Spokane 
and quartered in the presence of Ben 
H. Rice, secretary-manager; Professor 
August van Holderbeke, formerly state 
commissioner of horticulture of Wash¬ 
ington. and several growers from vari¬ 
ous parts of the northwest, but none 
was able to classify the fruit. Profess¬ 
or W. S. Tbornber, horticulturist at 
the State College of Washington, has 
been delegated by J. J. Browne, regent 
of Spokane, to make a thorough exam 
ination of the tree to determine its 
origin.

DEVICE TO WARD OFF SPRAY 

White Star Steamships to Have Glass 
Screens on Their Decks. 

A new device for the comfort of 
passengers is to be installed on two 
monster White Star steamships now 
nearing completion. W. S. Laycock is 
the man who will do it. Mr. Laycock 
is very well known in England and on 
the continent through his business of 
equipping railways and steamships. 

“This innovation,” said Mr. Laycock. 
“does away with the canvas screens 
put up in rough weather to keep the 
spray from breaking ou deck and wet¬ 
ting the passengers. We all know how 
unpleasant these screens are. You can 
see neither sea nor sky, only yards of 
wet canvas. They turn the deck iDto 
a cell almost. 

“Instead of this canvas we are equip¬ 
ping the uew White Star boats with 
glass screens. They will keep t lie 
water out even better than the canvas 
screens, and you can look through 
them. No human eye can look through 
canvas. The glass screens are divided 
into small sections and work automat- 
‘ ically, so that a passenger in his deck 
! chalAcan touch a button and raise or 
lower one of the sections as he pleases. 

! It will not be an experiment, as we 
have already tested them and found 
! that they work satisfactorily.”

H*w a Young Student and the Novel¬ 
ist’s Wife Figured In One of His Fa¬ 
vorite Ideas—Greatest Pleasure That 
His Poetry Ever Gave Him. 

Of Bjornstjerne Bjornson, the aged 
Norwegian novelist, dramatist, poet 
and patriot, who was born at Kvikne. 
Osterdalen, Norway, on Dec. 8, 1832, 
and who was recently stricken with 
an attack of arterio sclerosis, an inter¬ 
esting anecdote is related by Kristof- 
fer Jansen, the minister-poet, who spent 
a number of years in the United States. 

In the first article he ever published 
Bjornson announced his firm belief that 
a new generation ol poets would soon 
arise in Norway. It was one of his 
favorite ideas, and he reverted to it 
time and again. One who heard more 
of it perhaps than anybody else was 
Miss Karoline Reimers, who in 1858 
became Mrs. Bjornson. Shortly after 


LAFFAN THE PUBLISHER 


How Noted Art Critic and Journalist 
Helped a Green Reporter. 

William M. Laffan, publisher and 
principal owner of the New York Sun, 
who recently died of appendicitis at 
his country home in Lawrence, N. Y., 
was well known as a man of letters 
and an art connoisseur of note. 

As a newspaper man Mr. Laffan’s in¬ 
fluence was farreaching. As an art 
critic and as au aid to J. Pierpont Mor¬ 
gan lie did a work that placed him 
high in the ranks of the men who have 
helped in the art education of the 
United States. It was to art that he 
devoted his time when he could escape 
from the exacting business of attend¬ 
ing to many details connected with the 
management of his newspaper. 

Apropos of Mr. Laffan’s interest in 
art a story is told of his kindness to a 
green reporter who in 1892 went to the 
American Art galleries, in New York, 
when Sutton aud Kirby were a craze 
among the elite to w r rite something 
about au important sale of art objects. 
Pretty soon he was in a daze. He had 
served an apprenticeship at fires, mur¬ 
ders. zunerals, police courts, ship 
news, obituaries, etc., but did not know 
the real meaning of jades, celadon, 
Flambe and Souffle, eggshell, lacquers, 
Diamio, Netsukes, coupes, Tisha-Ire,

old, was born in Campbell county, Ky..

Judge Lurton was carefully guarded 
and remained in prison until the end 
of the war. when he entered the law 
department of Oumberland university, 
Lebanon, Tenn., aud was graduated in 
February. 1867. and entered at. once 
into practice at Clarksville, Tenn., in 
partnership with Gustuvus A. Henry, 
a kinsman of Patrick Henry. Later 
Judge Lurton was a partner of James 
E. Bailey, who subsequently was elect¬ 
ed to the United States senate. 

In Jauuary, 1875. Judge Lurton was 
appointed by Governor Porter chancel¬ 
lor of the Sixth chancery division of 
Tennessee to till the vacancy occasion¬ 
ed by the resignation of Charles G. 
Smith. At the expiration of the term 
of appointment in 1876 he was elected 
to the office without opposition, but in 
1878 be resigned. From 1878 to 1886 
he practiced law at Clarksville in part¬ 
nership with Charles G. Smith, having | 
served as the first president of the 
Farmers and Mechanics’ National bank 
and also acquired wide reputation as a 
financier. 

In 1886 he was elected a justice of 
the supreme court of Tennessee and in 
January. 1893. by vote of his col¬ 
leagues, became chief justice In place 
of Peter Turney, who was governor! 
elect of Tennessee. Two months later j 
he was appointed by President Cleve- j

Japanese Mushroom Growing. 

The ,Japanese have an interesting 
method of growing a kind of mush¬ 
room known as the wood mushroom, 
Agarlcus shitake This species, which 
is much prized as u food in Japan, Is 
related to the so called honey fungus, 
a species very destructive to the roots 
of trees and woody plants. This latter 
species, it may be noted, is one of the 
causes of phosphorescence in decaying 
wood The Japanese method of grow¬ 
ing their mushroom seems to consist 
in preparing the ground for it. A cop¬ 
pice of red oak. beech or chestnut of 
some twenty years’ growth is cut down 
just, after the fall of the leaf. The 
wood Is then left lying for a hundred 
days. It is then cut into lengths of 
three or four feet, and the logs are 
lacerated with large pruning knives. 
Spores settle on the wounded parts, 
and the mycelium of the fungus 
spreads through the tissues of the 
wood Next year a crop of mushrooms 
springs up. The production of mush¬ 
rooms may go on for six years, but the 
main crop is gathered the second year.

It.costs $50 to reach California from 
New York, $.‘13 from Chicago, $26 from 
Missouri TRivejj points, $30.50 from 
New Orleans and $26.25 from Galves¬ 
ton, Texas. 


During November the deciduous 
fruit season came to an end. The out¬ 
put tor the season just ended was the 
heaviest in the history of the .State, 
aggregating more than fifteen thous¬ 
and car loads, exceeding by several 
thousands the record of last year when 
the shipments were a little less than 
thirteen thousand car loads. 

Although the season was fairly pros¬ 
perous in a general way, the fruit 
growers have been impressed with the 
need of co-operation in shipping and 
in creating new markets, thus keeping 
the demand up with the growing 
supply. Under the auspices of the 
State Horticultural Commissioner, 
meetings were held during tTTe month 
in many parts of the State with a view 
of taking steps to improve the situa¬ 
tion. Matters horticultural also re¬ 
ceived attention at -the twelfth semi¬ 
annual meeting of the Counties Com¬ 
mittee of The California Promotion 
Committee at Visalia on the thirteenth 
of the month. 

Seasonal rains have proved to be 
benelicial throughout the State and 
timely warnings? by the weather 
bureau to the raisin growers prevented 
any damage to the crop. 

The 1908 report of the California 
State Mining Bureau, issued during 
the month, showed a total production 
of minerals of $66,363,198, a gain of 
more than ten million over the pre¬ 
ceding year. 

California communities are putting 
forth efforts to attract capital in man- 


Sheriff Robt. S. Chatham was in 
town yesterday and this morning in¬ 
vestigating in the matter of eight 
missing cattle owned by F. S. Soares, 
of Hill Dairy, near San Mateo. Last 
week they had b e en impounded in 
this city by Pounmaster Clements, 
and offered for sale last Saturday by 
him to pay the expense of keeping 
them lor about a week, when another 
party claimed them and took them 
away. Warrrnts have been sworn to, 
and Sheriff Chatham with Deputy 
Sheriff Daneri this morning went to 
the upper part of thecounty toi serve 
them against suspected parties. 


Earnestness of purpose and a desire 
to solve the problemsconfronting those 
engaged in horticultural pursuits in 
California were evinced in the papers 
read and in the ensuing discussions at 
the twelfth semi-annual meeting of 
the Counties Committee of The Califor¬ 
nia Promotion Committee at Visalia 
on November 30th. The resolutions 
adopted as an expression of the find¬ 
ings of the meeting pledged The Com¬ 
mittee to exert every effort to secure 
dependable workmen in sufficient 
numbers to harvest the crops; to se¬ 
cure low enough rates of transportation 
for California fruit so that the working 
class of the East could purchase it 
regularly at reasonable prices; and to 
encourage the viticultural industry. 
The increase of powers of the State 
Horticultural Commissioner was com¬ 
mended. Unanimous resolutions of 
thanks to the press of California for its 
hearty and generous co-operation in 
promotion work and to the city and 
organization acting as hosts were 
adopted. 

The need for co-operation in the 
marketing of California fruit was 
emphasized and the methods of the 
orange growers were described as an 
example of the results of such a united 
system of disposing of the product. It 
was shown that it was imperative to 
the future growth of California’s fruit 
industry that new markets should be 
created and the demand kept in ad¬ 
vance of the supply to the end that 
there would never be the danger of an 
oversupply, entailing heavy losses to 
the producers. 

On the program were men who have 
devoted their lives to the study of 
various phases of horticulture, and the 
aim to cover the held in a comprehen¬ 
sive way was achieved. By unani¬ 
mous vote it was decided to hold the 
next meeting at Nevada City on May 
14, 1910. 


To supply the demand for informa¬ 
tion about California industries The 
California Promotion Committee has 
published the third edition of three 
hand books devoted to agricultural 
pursuits, dairying in California, inten¬ 
sive farming in California and poultry 
raising in California. 

The books are in demand not only 
among correspondents of The Com¬ 
mittee in the east and abroad who are 
contemplating moving to the State 
with the view of engaging in such in¬ 
dustries, but by Californians them¬ 
selves who wish to keep posted on all 
that pertains to the work to which 
they are devoting their energies. 
Reference lists are given of govern¬ 
ment bulletins which deal with vari¬ 
ous phases of these industries, so that 
those who are beginners may get 
authoritative and technical works to 
study. 

The booklets do not pretend to be 
treatises on the subjects covered, but 
outline California conditions affecting 
these industries. The booklets deal 
with the possibilities in California in 
these several lines, and touch on the 
experience of those who have made a 
success in them. In fact everyone of 
the twelve pages in each booklet is 
brim full of suggestions for the intelli¬ 
gent farmer who wants to take advan¬ 
tage of the knowledge of those who 
have made an expert investigation in 
these lines of activity.
